DOWN IN THE TUBE

ALMOST DELAY FREE 

The week ending last Sunday almost became 
the first week since November that we did 
not have a delay on the system. But that day, 
at 6 a.m., the worst delay imaginable happened, 
and it continued all day, not ending until we 
closed for maintenance at 2 a.m. the next 
morning. Train service is supposed 


to begin at 6 am. after the long 
night of maintenance. But at 6 am., 
no trains appeared. Out in Montauk, where 
train maintenance is done, the maintenance 
people still thought it was 5 a.m. Nobody there 
realized the clocks had jumped forward an hour 
for the time change. Although crowds of hopeful 
travelers appeared on the platforms and word 
went out to Montauk to start up the train 
service, Montauk was not able to do that—there 
were still maintenance people on the tracks who 
thought it was 5 a.m. 

The service finally re-started an hour later 


than normal, and people were pretty upset - 


about it because the trains ran an hour late. The 
7 a.m. was out at 8 a.m. The 7:06 was out at 8:06 
and so forth and so on. 

It is very rare that we have a mix-up 
such as this. And so, for the rest of the day, 
until the system shut down again at 2 a.m., 
which by the subway clock was still 1 a.m., 
the delay continued. At that time, the 
crew still thought there was an hour to go, 
but there wasn’t. At that point, Commissioner 
Aspinall ordered the Montauk crew and 
all motormen responsible for this docked 


an hour’s pay. As for the customer base, 
those who knew what happened were in an 
outrage all day, but those who didn’t know 
thought everything fine because trains still 
came at the regular six-minute intervals. We 
regret the error. 


NY SUBWAY OFFICIAL HERE 

We were pleased to see the Assistant New 
York City Subway Commissioner Aaron Bell 
out riding our subway last Friday. He was here 
to see if he could learn anything new from 
the way we run Hamptons Subway. At the 
end of the day he thanked us very much, said 
he hadn’t learned anything and he left. 
After he left, our Commissioner Bill Aspinall 
said he intends to send one of our assistant 
commissioners to the New York Subway 
system and come home saying he didn't 
learn anything. 


TWO FOR ONE DAY 

Our new marketing director Kate Collins 
has instigated “two for one” day. Every Thursday 
until April 30, riders can get two people 
through the turnstiles for the cost of one swipe. 
Riders and those they get in for free are asked 
to wear red when they come through, to 
distinguish themselves from the _ turnstile 
jumpers, who we arrest when they do that.

PLUNGER RESCUED 

A Sag Harbor man, who was apparently 
uninformed that the annual HarborFrost Polar 
Bear Plunge had been called off this year 
and had plunged into the icy waters at the 
scheduled time, was miraculously rescued from 
Peconic Bay after being spotted on an ice floe 
that was drifting out to sea. While the man was 
wearing only a bathing suit and beach shoes, he 
had somehow managed to build himself a rude 
igloo on the surface of the floe, presumably 
from smaller chunks of icy snow that were 
floating by. He had also collected a supply of 
driftwood, which he had dried out using the 
principle of sublimation, and had built a fire 
inside the igloo upon which he was roasting 
some fish. Rescuers reported that it took them 
several minutes after reaching the man to 
convince him to abandon the floe, which he had 
come to consider a pretty decent place to live. 


MCGUMBUS ORDERED TO PAY BACK MILLIONS 

Old Man McGumbus, Shelter Island’s 104-year- 
old WWII veteran and dried meat tycoon, was 
this week ordered by a Nebraska court to pay 
back the $113 million that he withdrew from the 


assets of Custom Jerkies of Nebraska, a boutique 
dried meat manufacturer he purchased in 2003. 
Stakeholders in Custom Jerkies, which entered 
bankruptcy immediately after McGumbus’s 
wholesale appropriation of its cash reserves 
in 2010, had sued McGumbus over what they 
described as “incredibly greedy actions that 
led to the ruin of a legitimate business, financial 
losses of millions of dollars, and the loss of 
300 jobs.” In a press conference following the 
court’s ruling, McGumbus said that he was 
hurt by the accusations of greed. “People don’t 
understand business, so let me explain. As a 
result of my wise business decisions, I was 
able to build a 62,000-square-foot Shelter Island 
home for myself—it’s the castle that jerky 
built. | support Camp Spay-a Doe, a camp for 
boys where they can learn an honest trade. | 
employ 20 people just to do my laundry. Is it 
my fault that my emptying of Custom Jerkies’ 
bank account left the company unable to pay its 
bills?” McGumbus vowed to appeal the ruling. 


CRASH LANDING 
Officials in Dagobah have reported that an 
aircraft piloted by Luke Skywalker crashed into 


a remote swamp there. Initial reports suggest - 


that neither Skywalker nor his trusty droid R2D2 
were severely hurt in the crash. According to 
colleagues, Skywalker, while he hasn’t been flying 
for very long, is a natural at it—as he seems to 
be at everything he attempts—and they suspect 
that his craft might have suffered a mechanical 
problem. We await further word.

Does the Great Ecuadorian Eel Have a Son in Australia?

elow are a series of emails back and forth 
during the last six weeks between Dan 
Rattiner, Editor-in-chief of Dan’s Papers, and Tim 
Whitaker of Ecoeel.com.au, in Griffith, Australia. 

As I am sure you are aware, the Hamptons 
has once again been the winter home for the 
huge electric blue eel that swims up to northern 
climates for three months every year. 

The Great Ecuadorian Eel (GEE), all 40 feet of 
him, has been here since early January, mostly 
residing under the ice of Mill Pond in Water Mill. 
Although he has crashed up through the ice 
and swallowed people and certain dogs during 
his stay, no one can harm him because of his 
endangered species status. Anyway, we are all 
holding our breath because he will likely be 
leaving us, as he has done before, in late March. 
(He was last here in 2003.)

Under. There have been several sightings of a 
large eel in the main irrigation canal of Griffith. 
Griffith is a regional town in South West NSW 
Australia, it is mainly a desert area but, with 
extensive irrigation canals, is one of Australia’s 
main food and wine production areas. 

The locals have called it the Yoogali Eel as it 
was first seen in the irrigation canals that run 
through this little village. No one knows how 
the Yoogali Eel got to Griffith as it is not an 
area that the Australian Eels (Anguilla australis) 
populate, the sightings started after substantial 
flooding that occurred in 2012 and it is believed 
that the large volumes of water coming down 
the inland river systems brought the Yoogali 
Eel to the area. 

Although not as large as the Great Ecuadorian 
Eel, some locals who have spotted Yoogali have 
estimated its size to be between 18 to 20 feet 
in length. When shown a picture of the Great 
Ecuadorian Eel they say there is a striking 
resemblance. It appears to be feasting on the 
European Carp, an introduced pest that heavily 
infest the canals in the area, because large piles 
of carp bones are seen regularly on the banks of 
the main canal. 

Each Easter the locals celebrate La Festa 
which offers a full program of live music and 
entertainment, regional food and produce, and 


an abundance of.children’s amusements. One 
of the popular events of La Festa is the many 
sculptures made out of oranges that line the 
main street, each sculpture is designed and 
erected by local businesses and organisations. 
The Yoogali Eel is expected to feature in this 
year’s orange street sculptures.

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Saving Montauk 


Army Corps of Engineers Is Poised to Sandbag Downtown 


BY DAN RATTINER 


't’s been clear for the last 20 years that 
the ocean fronting Montauk is increasingly 
threatening to flood downtown there. Before 20 
years ago, there were no problems. I remember 
as a kid enjoying running along the dunes that 
fronted the motels. Montauk’s dunes downtown 
were impregnable then. And the road that runs 
parallel to the ocean landward of the motels 
was always dry. 
The first inkling that there was a problem 
came when, increasingly, in the 1990s, that road 
began to occasionally flood during high tide at 
its eastern end where it dead ends at the Surf 
Club. It never got so bad you’d have to shut 
down the road. But there were times it would 
be in a foot of water. At some point, | believe, 
they were able to solve that problem with a 
new drainage solution. But sometimes it would 
come back. And then the flooding also began 
happening out at the western end of Ditch 
Plains, a solution to which happened when the 
town put in a large drainage pond (in what had 
until then been wetlands). 

Then, just three years ago, during a storm 
at high tide, the sea rose and tore out the 
dunes once again in front of the motels along 
the ocean. I say once again because this had 
happened before. The owners of one of the 
motels, on their own, put concrete rings in front 
of the motel to trap sand. It was successful for a 
while, but soon the sand got washed back out. 


Then, two years ago, during a high tide, 
the sea broke through the dunes in several 


places and begin to spill over into downtown 


and rapidly began to spread. Local residents 
considered it an emergency and called Town 
Hall, and Supervisor Wilkinson responded 
by quickly sending bulldozers to Montauk to 
push sand into the breaches. Fortunately, that 
stopped the flooding. But then it happened 
again and again the bulldozers came. 

At this point, the Supervisor made an 
emergency call to our Congressman Tim Bishop 
that Montauk was in imminent danger. And the 
result was a call to the Army Corps of Engineers 
to survey the situation. 

The Army Corps of Engineers has often been 
criticized for coming in with too little too late. 
But in this case, what they saw alarmed them 
too. And they realized that something would 
have to be done quickly. < 

The Army Corps has been looking to 
implement an extremely expensive program, 
costing approximately $700 million, that would 
protect the South Fork coastline from Fire Island 
to Montauk Point. That, however, is down the 
road. For this current Montauk emergency, they 
proposed to immediately protect the Montauk 
oceanfront with sand and sandbags over a span 
of about 3,000 vulnerable feet of shoreline. 
Everyone cheered. This was a gift to Montauk. 
It would cost nearly $10 million to get done, but 
they would do it. 

Wilkinson was still in office in the winter 


of 2013-14 when the Army Corps said they 
couldn’t get this job together for the 2014 
summer season because approvals for various 
permits were slow in coming. The Army Corps 


said they would get it done for the summer 


of 2015. Montauk would just have to cross 
their fingers and hope they could get through 
another year. 

There were also those opposed to this project, 
not because they feel it wouldn’t help for the 


‘number of years necessary to get through to the 


full South Fork Project, but because they feel it 
should be a much bigger project. Or it should 
not happen at all because a) it might block their 
ocean view or b) because it might ruin a surfing 
spot or c) it might make it difficult, climbing 
the dunes, for the handicapped. You would be 
amazed what people will dream up to oppose 
anything that changes anything from the way 
it is now. 

And then, last autumn, the motel owners 
objected to the timing. They couldn’t bear 
to have the Army Corps out there in the 
summertime with their heavy equipment 
because the tourists who provide their 
livelihood would have their lying on the beach 
time disrupted. 

To that, the Army Corps of Engineers said, 
well, what we’ll do then is have some preliminary 
work done in the springtime, and then finish 
up the work in the fall—in other words get 
through this upcoming summer season with 
our fingers crossed. (Cont'd on next page)

Yes it’s true. Odds are we can get through this 
summer again unscathed. And there are always 
the town bulldozers. 

The most recent objection came this past 
week when lawyers for the Surfrider Foundation, 
a grassroots environmental organization, 
challenged that the Army Corps plan did not 
comply with the Local Waterfront Revitalization 
Plan. The Town doesn’t permit the intrusion of 
“hard structures” on the beach unless these 
structures have an expiration date for when 
they will be removed, presumably because the 


crisis is over—in this case, that will be when we 


shift over to global cooling. 

The East Hampton Star wrote about this glitch 
last week. Town shorelines are divided into 
zones. There are four zones in town. In some

of these four zones, in Springs, for example, 
you can get a permit for a hard structure with 
a promise to remove it later. Homeowners 
in Springs recently got that exemption when 
they applied to put in a 550-foot-long rock 
revetment. But that was in the Springs zone. 
There is no exemption for downtown Montauk. 
In Montauk’s zone, you can NEVER put 
in hard structures. 


I recall about 15 years ago, the Suffolk County 
Water Authority announced plans to put in new 
underground pipes throughout certain East End 
towns. You would not have believed the uproar. 
There were jurisdictions where you couldn’t dig 
down without a permit. There were concerns 
about where the pipes would be going. There 
were concerns that the different communities 
had not been consulted. 

Guess what. The Suffolk County Water 
Authority simply announced, out of great 
frustration, that they were not going to listen. 
to anybody because they were essentially a 
law unto themselves. You’re talking water here, 
I recall one official saying. And so that shut 
everybody up. And good water comes out of 
your tap today. 

I have a friend who told me the other day that 
the surfers couldn’t care less about downtown 
Montauk and that if the motels were washed 
away it might be a good thing for the quality of 
the waves, anyway. 

There are some things that are more important 
than others, and it is a good.-Town Board that 
might find the courage in this particular case 


_to just tell everybody to put a sock in it. Towns 


can’t legislate marijuana laws, sex offender 
laws, seatbelt laws and whether we want to go 
to war or not. 

I would put avoiding flooding a downtown 
in that category. And I would say that the 
Army Corps of Engineers, which not long 
ago successfully saved two miles of what is 
now the Town of West Hampton Dunes from 
the sea, is well equipped to give us what 
is, in fact, a magnificent gift of unexpected 
federal money. 

I say this even though I_ know, 
dude, there is a back way to get out to 
Ditch by coming into town on the Montauk 
Parkway, going down Second House Road, 
Industrial and Flamingo and then Old Westlake 
Drive for Ditch instead of having to 
splosh through that  gnarly flooded 
downtown.

Fun in the Sun from May Through October? It’s Possible.

sn’t it wonderful? This past Sunday, we pushed 
. the clocks forward an hour, welcoming spring 
- and bright sunshine to our world here in the 
Hamptons. So put on suntan lotion, sandals, 
shorts and a T-shirt, some ribbons in your hair 
and some cool shades over your eyes, blast out 
your favorite pop music and get out there into 
the snowstorm and do a little happy jig. 

We have the results for February. February 
just set a new record for being the coldest 
month ever recorded in the history of weather 
‘tracking (since 1984) on eastern Long Island. 
It’s also the coldest month in deviating from the 
norm in the history of weather tracking here. 
Normal temperature average for February is 
33 degrees (low 26, high 40). Our February just 


past averaged 17 degrees (low 7, high 27)..This 


is a variation from the norm of 16 degrees. It 
was like Nome, Alaska out there. Fargo, North 
Dakota out there. It is a month we’d like to 
forget. And we’d also like to forget the almost 4 
feet of snow that we had in total—if you add in 
the last few days of January. We'd like to forget 
it all. 

The problem is that God does not forget. In the 
month of February, we fell behind 16 degrees 
from what it’s supposed to be. God knows that 
at the end of the year, everything has got to 
tally up so that the average temperature for 


the whole year is what it should be. Indeed, 
considering the whole year, the average 
temperature for the year should be up a degree 
from normal. Global warming is in effect. So 
we’re not 16 degrees behind for February, we 
are 17. 

And so, the question arising is eles: In which 
month coming up—March, April, May, June, 
July, August, September, October, November 
or December—is this 17 os deficit to be 
made up? 

If it took place in July, it would be a disaster. 
July’s average temperature is supposed to be 
74°. If the 17 degrees got added back in that 
month—and don’t think this is some kind of 
joke, because remember it went into deficit by 
this amount in just one month—the average 
temperature would be 91°. Yes, to do that we’d 
have to have 100° days. We’d also have to have 
110° days and even a few 120° days. And August 
is no better. No, we do not want to make up this 
17-degree deficit in either July or August. 

What I propose is that we spread out the 
making up of this deficit during four separate 
months. Have three months when the 
temperature is up by 4 degrees, and then one 
month when it is up by 5 degrees. (There’s that 
rascally global warming degree again.) 

And obviously, taking the bull by the 
horns and making lemonade out of lemons, 
those four months should be May and June, 


Then we’d have the beautiful sum- 

mer resort season June, July, August 
and September, when temps average 
65° at night and 85° during the day. 


and then September and October. Think 
of it. We would not have just a two-month 
long summer resort season. We’d have it six 
months long. 

We'd have the balmy summer months of 
April and October, when you think you might 
go swimming but then again maybe not. Think 
Amelia Island, Florida weather. Good for tennis 
and golf, good for driving around with the top 
down. Good for resort wear. 

Then we’d have the beautiful summer resort 
season, four months long, June, July, August and 


‘September, when the temperatures averaged 


about 65° at night and 85° during the day. 
What wonderful days they are. We’d prop up 
June and September to have those temperatures. 
And we’d have July and August like we 
always do. 

To make this happen, we have to pray. God 
likes prayer. He’s indicated his approval of such 
behavior throughout the ages, and often he 
makes what’s prayed for true.

right out of its socket. 

Spurting blood, Piero dove in after his arm, 
and after ten minutes under the ice, came 
back up covered in blood and holding what he 
thought was his right arm back in its socket, 
but which turned out under the blood to be 
his salami. So he dove back in and ten minutes 
later, even more bloody than before, came 
back up holding his right arm back into its 
socket with his left hand and the long sausage 
wrapped around his neck like a thick necklace. 
He was helicoptered out from the Mill Pond by 
rescue chopper which took him and his salami 
and a team of paramedics to the Stony Brook 
University Hospital fifteen minutes away where, 
right there on the landing pad in the -15 degree 
windchill weather, with the salami, doctors 
stitched the arm back into place. They didn’t 
need an anaesthetic because Piero was already 
numb from both his swim and from exposure 
to the cold air. Currently, his condition in 
the hospital is serious, but he is expected to 
recover. The salami, however, died.

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The Am O’Gansett Parade Rides Again!

ozens of towns, villages and hamlets across 

Long Island vie to have the biggest St. 
Patrick’s Day parade. Not Amagansett. Starting 
several years ago, with the inaugural “Am 
O’Gansett” Parade (the first one went from 
Indian Wells Tavern to the Stephen Talkhouse, 
a half a block away), Amagansett has been 
claiming to organize the SHORTEST St. Patrick’s 
Day parade on Long Island. In doing so, it joins 
with several small communities worldwide, 
including tiny Dripsey in County Cork, Ireland, 
that have organized comically short parades in 
honor of St. Patrick, the patron saint of Ireland. 
In keeping with the alcohol-related customs of 
the holiday, many of these mini-parades begin 
at one bar and end at the next. 

Amagansett’s parade has gotten a little longer 
than that—this year it will follow Montauk 
Highway from Mary’s Marvelous down to the 
Gulf station and back again—and it isn’t so 
beer-centric. The 2015 Am O’Gansett Parade 
takes place this Saturday, March 14, starting at 
12:01 p.m. on the dot. The brevity of the parade, 
the shortness of the parade route and the 
insistence on a 12:01 start time—these are some 
of the eccentricities that distinguish Amagansett 
from all of the other St. Patrick’s destinations 
on Long Island. In addition, while other St. 
Patrick’s Day parades follow the tradition 
of electing a prominent local Irish-American 
as a Grand Marshal, the Am O’Gansett’s 
organizers have up until now treated Irish 


lineage as a disqualifier for that 
esteemed position. ; 
that 


“‘'m breaking down 
barrier,” says this year’s 
Grand Marshal Michael 


Clark of Crossroads Music in 
Amagansett. Clark believes he is 
the first Grand Marshal to claim 
any Hibernian heritage at all— 
he’s half Irish. “I had to promise 
the organizers it would be my 
German half acting as Grand 
Marshal, though.” 

“It was between me and 
Beyoncé,” explains Clark, “and 
I beat her in the bathing suit 
competition.” (Clark is silent on 
the topic of whether he plans to 
wear the winning bathing suit in 
the parade.) 

In all seriousness, Clark feels 
honored and touched to have 
been asked to lead this year’s parade. “I’m tickled 
pink,” he admits (although he allows that he 
might really be tickled green). Clark emphasizes 
that, while there are certainly tongue-in-cheek 
aspects to the Am O’Gansett celebration, it’s 
not intended to. belittle or make light of any 
tradition. “This is a true community event,” he 
says. “Last year, the whole Amagansett School 
was the Grand Marshal.” But since the theme of 
the 2015 parade is music, it seems natural that 
Clark was asked to lead it. 

Marching along with Clark will be the usual

assortment of fire departments 
and local officials. But instead 
of your familiar marching brass 
band or Irish music, this year’s 
parade will introduce a signature 
feature specifically related to

“For the last seven years or 
so, Crossroads has been known 
for having acoustic jams at 
the store,” says Clark. “A lot of 
bands have come together as 
a result of these, and so we're 

, inviting guitarists, harmonica

everybody knows.” The music 

will continue post-parade at a 

pair of afterparties. At Crossroads 
Music, the band Method 2 Madness will 
perform, followed by an open mic. Meanwhile, 
across the street at Innersleeve Records, Red 
Tide will entertain. In comparison to some local 
St. Patrick’s Day celebrations you might think 
of, the Am O’Gansett has evolved into quite a 
family-friendly affair. 

“I just think it’s the greatest thing,” says 2015 
Am O’Gansett Grand Marshal Michael Clark. “At 
Crossroads, our big mantra has always been 
‘community.’ What’s more community than a 
village parade?”

The 
artist fills us in on her inspiration and her 
background in biology—leading up to the 
founding of Nova Constellatio in Greenport.

Is this a scene painted from the area? 

This scene is from one of the trails in the Paul 
Stoutenburgh Preserve in Southold. It’s a place 
of great quiet and peace, and I love to wander 
there for inspiration. While walking there a few 
years ago, I saw the trees bowed down under 
the weight of the heavy snow and it reminded 
me of the arches of a cathedral. Something 
about the promise of the water just beyond the 
curved branches felt very magical to me, and 
I created the painting from that experience. 
I wondered what those same trees would be 
like in early spring and made another painting, 
“Arshamomague Spring,” from the same place, 
just facing away from the water. 


Many of your oil paintings are 
landscapes, seascapes and 
vineyards—it would seem you are 
inspired by your surroundings. Is 
there anything in particular that 
feeds your creativity? 

I've always been fascinated by 
the natural world. I see my work 
in biology and art as two different 
ways of exploring this interest. 
After my move from the city to 
the North Fork in 1992, I became 
even more interested in painting the 
landscape. I was in love with expansiveness 
of the sky and the quality of the light on the 
East End. I began to focus on the North Fork’s 
vineyards and waters. These canvases became 
much larger, to communicate how big the sky 
felt to me here. The vineyard paintings arose 
from my appreciation of the growing viniculture 
in my area as a way of preserving agricultural 
space. I often paint them with big foregrounds 
filled with flowers to make the viewer feel 
immersed in the landscape. Being surrounded 
by water really affected my work. I decided for 
a year to really observe and learn to paint just 
that: no beaches, no people, just the power, 
translucence, and reflections of water. I also 
use landscape as a way to process my own life. 
Main subjects are often stand-ins for myself, 
family members or friends. 


When did you first really dive into painting. 
How did your career as an artist develop?

When I was in high school, I 

was introduced to a young artist 
in residence, Carmen Guaci, who 
became a mentor to me. Although | 
majored in biology and mathematics, 
I was able to continue my training 
at Marymount Manhattan College. 
I worked in science and as a high 
school biology teacher. As a young’ 
mother of a son severely impacted 
by autism, I decided to leave 
teaching and focus more fully on 
my art. After our move to the North 
Fork with my growing family, my work changed. 
The colors became more intense, and it became 
much bigger. 


How did you come to open the gallery? 

I worked for many years in my little glass 
walled 10’ x 10’ foot studio facing the woods, 
but I realized I needed more space. In 2012, 
I opened Nova Constellatio Gallery, which | 
maintain as an open studio. The walls and 
ceiling are covered in cream painted tin. At this 
time I am only showing my own work. I have 
found the energy of Greenport and its visitors 
has also changed my work. The work is looser, 
and lighter. g&

Montauk Point Lighthouse

Jim Hurst and Guitar Coming to Sylvester Manor 


BY EMILY J. WEITZ 


hen Jim Hurst takes the stage with his acoustic 

guitar, he looks pretty unassuming. But once 
he starts to draw out the reservoir of sound and the 
driving rhythm, one might find it hard to believe that 
he is only one man. That’s because, the way he sees 
it, it’s about the instrument and all it can do. Hurst 
doesn’t see the guitar as a means to express himself. 
Rather, he sees himself as the means to shine the 
spotlight on the guitar. 

“A lot of singer/songwriters play by themselves,” 
says Hurst. “But I see myself as a guitar player whose 
biggest asset is the time spent on the guitar. The 
singing and playing comes next. The guitar takes 
center stage and my vocals and playing are to show 
that off.” He uses complex thumb picking and a 
percussive quality to express the guitar in the fullest 
possible way. 

“J don’t think I could serve the people in the way | 
want to if I was just strumming and singing,” he says. 

Hurst can bring you right to the inspiration of his 
music with the sounds. Sometimes he has lyrics to 
help paint the picture; often he doesn’t. Either way, 
the song is designed to bring the audience in and 
take them on a journey. 

One original song, “Swamp Reed,” has no vocals 
at all. But he describes it as the feeling you get when 
you're walking around in the swamp in Georgia at 
two in the morning. 

“It’s about the nasty mud between your toes,” he 
said. “The first thing I thought of was the groove, the 


feel for the percussion side of 
the guitar playing. The melody 
needed to feel a certain way. | 
tried to adapt a spooky horror 
movie feel of a swamp.” 

When he sits down to write 
a song, sometimes there’s a 
specific intention in mind, and 
sometimes they just evolve 
organically. 

“A lot of times my inspiration 
comes from a dream or a 
feeling,” he says. “A thought 
process, my _ imagination. 
Sometimes it comes from 
some sort of guitar groove or 
melodic pattern.” 

Hurst occasionally sits down 
with a plan in mind, but often those songs will end 
up morphing into something he didn’t expect. The 
songs he’s most successful with, he believes, are 
the ones that come effortlessly. One song, “Wings 
of an Eagle,” practically wrote itself, emerging from 
a dream. 

“I was in England,” Hurst illuminates, “and the 
night before we flew back home I went to sleep, and

-I had a bad dream about my wife leaving me in the 


middle of the night. I woke up sweaty.” 

He wrote the song on the plane ride home, riffing 
on the idea that he was happy that the dream 
wasn’t true, but what if it had been true? He thought 
about the cruelty in that kind of abandonment, 


even if there were reasons. 
He thought about the wonder, 
how the person who was left 
would never know why.

Hamptons Play Big Role in “Kill My Mother” 


BY KELLY LAFFEY 


t 86 years young, Jules Feiffer is one of the 
latest artists to take advantage of the solitude 
of the Hamptons to produce a noteworthy work. 

Released last year to great acclaim, Kill My Mother 
is a graphic novel in the film noir style, Feiffer’s first 
foray into the genre. “This book would not exist 
except that I came out here to live, and I discovered 
that I could do it,” says Feiffer. 

Motivated by creativity and a strong 
desire to avoid the boring, the Pulitzer Prize- 
winning cartoonist and playwright found 
that living in East Hampton year-round 
presented a unique set of challenges for a 
career-minded individual. Commuting back 
and fourth to New York City to continue his 
work in the theater was difficult. 

“I had to figure out what would work 
for me naturally and organically in an 
environment that was not the city. I was 
always a fan of thriller and detective stories, 
and | always wanted to work in that form. 
I took a shot at writing an un-illustrated 
story, and that became boring. The graphic 
novel was, at first, a fun little exercise and then it 
became an exciting work I was determined to pursue 
for my career and life.” 

The result was Kill My Mother, a 150-page adventure 
comic that follows the lives of three women, as they 
embark on a life-changing mystery. “Rarely if ever

does [film noir] deal with strong women in conflict 
with other strong women. That idea was interesting 
to me,” says Feiffer of the decision to have the work 
female-focused. However, he emphasizes that when 
he embarks on an idea, he doesn’t map out exactly 
how far it will take him. “I see myself as the record 
keeper bringing the book to life,” he says. “If you 
want something to work, you have to remove your 
head and let the characters tell you what to write.” 

Feiffer reviewed Turner Classic Movies from the 
30s and ’40s for inspiration, pausing during 
intriguing scenes to get a sense of how to 
draw a noir background. (The movies were 
so essential to Feiffer’s creative process 
that he credits “a 65-inch Blu-ray high- 
definition flat screen and the pause button 
on my remote” in his acknowledgements in 
Kill My Mother.) 

Feiffer drew all of the scenes, and then 
created the dialogue with a tissue overlay 
that was digitally entered into the book. “I 
begin by plotting an opening of what the 
story is going to look like,” Feiffer says of 
writing dialogue. “And once you have an 

opening line, it’s like parlor games.” 

Feiffer’s fans on the East End will have the 
opportunity to experience the action-packed novel 
in person, as the Parrish Art Museum has curated 
an exhibit that showcases over 140 large-scale ink 
and watercolor drawings from Kill My Mother. Feiffer 
illustrated wall notes for the show, in order to make

the notes more intriguing. “I almost always find [wall 
notes] boring, even if they’re interesting,” he says of 
typical museum notes. 

“‘’m having as much or more fun [now] as any 
point in my career,” says Feiffer. Kill My Mother is 
the second book in a soon-to-be-released three-part 
series. Feiffer is currently 60 pages into creating 
Cousin Joseph, a prequel. The sequel to Kill My 
Mother will follow. £2.

Spring Gardening “By the Book” 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


he catalogue for spring-planted bulbs has 

arrived from my favorite bulb company, Brent 
and Becky’s Bulbs. I am going to be adventurous and 
plant some bulbs that I have little experience with 
and some that [ know but do not have in my garden 
and “need.” 

I have been looking for a plant to add to the garden 
in memory of my friend Ellen who passed away two 
years ago. Amaryllis was her favorite flower and the 
favorite of her mother in Switzerland. The catalogue 
says they are hardy to zone 7. I never knew! I have 
two of hers that have been limping along indoors for 
these two years but | will plant them in the garden 
below the frost line, in a sunny location and mulch 
them well. They should bloom early to mid-summer. 

Amarcrinum and crinum are both members of the 
same family as amaryllis. And | will plant both. It 
seems that crinum come in more colors and shapes 
than the Amarcrinum, which look like pink amaryllis 
in differing shades of pink. Their flowers bloom 
first, followed by leaves. I expect the crinums to 
bloom above their leaves and the clumps to become 
large over time. The flower stalks of each are 2’-3’. 
Crinums bloom mid to late summer and Amarcrinum 
late summer to fall. There is a large crinum on the 
corner of Henry and Division Streets in Sag Harbor. I 
think I must order several just to make a good test! I 
will need to work to find room in the garden for them, 
as they do not like to be moved. Each might need a 
season to bloom. 


I have used agapanthus many times as summer 
specimens and mourned as | threw them away at 
summer’s end. | will, therefore, try some that claim 
to be hardy in zone 7. I have grown some zone 8 
plants successfully so I know how to baby the more 
tender plants. I will baby these just in case we have 
a brutal winter next year. Brent and Becky are still 
trialing them and I’m happy to participate in the 
trials. They will probably be smaller than the tropical 
ones but will bloom July to early fall. I really do not 
like tropical plants in the garden but | will try these. 

I will also add some plants that I have experience 
with to my garden. Years ago I added a few bletilla 
to a client’s garden. It is a terrestrial (grows on the 
soil) orchid and is hardy here. The flower stems are 
8”-12”, grow in rich well-drained soil in sun to part 
shade. I tucked some into a bed of Japanese painted 
ferns at the sunnier edge of a shady bed. Coming 
upon their stalks, each with several orchid-like 
flowers is always a pleasant surprise. 

Last year I planted two beds of Deschampsia, 
tufted hair grass, in my garden. | will add several 
golden crocosmia. They bloom mid to late summer 
just when the grass will be in bloom with its fine 
feathery plumes. The crocosmia should be just 
above the grass with flowers lining the ends of 
arching stems. The deep red Lucifer is the most 
commonly used and it’s spectacular. 

AND I will plant some gladiolas. They do not 
typically live through winter BUT I do have some 
that have bloomed in the garden for at least 15 years. 
They are not expensive and come in many colors.
